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EDUCATIONAL PURPOSE 
AND PROGRAM 


In June, 1973, the College successfully 
concluded its second year of the ‘‘value- 
centered” program of liberal education 
which places emphasis upon freedom 
and responsibility of each student. Juni- 
ata seeks to aid each student in achiev- 
ing a solid grasp of a particular area of 
study, as well as to develop certain 
habits of mind which will serve him well 
in every aspect of his life. General edu- 
cation courses are designed to develop 
a mental perspective which cannot be 
achieved in specialized or narrowly de- 
fined courses. This is accomplished by 
raising fundamental questions regarding 
the whole of knowledge and of values 
which are not the province of any single 
department. Student responsibility for 
program planning and flexibility of re- 
quirements are integral parts of the new 
program. 

Evidence has been provided during 
this past year that renewal of the liberal 
arts at Juniata is indeed being realized. 
This realization has had both confirma- 
tion and support by substantial grants 
from the National Endowment for the 
Humanities. The basic grant of $200,145 
was followed by a supplemental amount 
of $25,000 which was matched success- 
fully by $25,000 in gifts from some of 
Juniata’s best friends and supporters. 
We now have the offer of an additional 
grant of $43,750 which is, also, con- 
tingent upon one-to-one matching. The 
latter grant with its matching amount 
will total $87,500 to fill some gaps and 
to make some substantial improvements 
in the Juniata College library—especial- 
ly in the humanities section. The first 
two amounts will be available from NEH 
during the next three to four years to 
further Juniata’s emphasis upon value- 
centered education through faculty de- 
velopment and program improvement, !n 
October, 1972, the regular ten-year eval- 
uation visit by a team assigned by the 
Middle States Association of Colleges 
and Secondary Schools provided useful 
stimulation for self-evaluation and im- 
provement along with unconditional con- 
tinuation of accreditation. 








HUMAN RESOURCES 


Juniata is dedicated to providing the 
best liberal education of which it is 
capable. More than two hundred per- 
sons serve the College toward achieve- 
ment of this purpose. Included in this 
number are some eighty full-time teach- 
ing faculty, with more than half of this 
number holding earned doctorates. In 
addition, there are eighteen part-time 
faculty attached to various departments 
and twenty part-time instructional assis- 
tants who participate in the freshman: 
writing program. There are, also, ad- 
ministrators, secretarial personnel, and 
buildings and grounds people who en- 
deavor to facilitate the central work of 
teaching and learning. 

The academic year 1972-73 has seen 
the implementation of a new organiza- 
tional structure which is most notable 
for the establishment of the office of 
Provost. This new plan for administra- 
tion has been most effective as it has 
facilitated qualitative improvement in the 
educational program of the College, and 
has therefore been helpful to students 
and faculty. 


FINANCIAL RESOURCES 


The total assets of Juniata College 
amounted to $22,328,084 as of June 30, 
1973. These include the physical plant 
valued at $14,972,467, endowment with 
a book value of $5,458,119, and other 
funds totaling $1,897,498. The endow- 
ment provides income which is applied 
each year to the general purpose of the 
educational program or to specific pur- 
poses designated by benefactors. 


CURRENT BUDGET 


We concluded the fiscal year 1972-73 
with a balanced operating budget. In 
this we are fortunate because of the 
generous support from our constituen- 
cies and of the dedicated effort of faculty 
and staff who are endeavoring to obtain 
the maximum benefit from all expendi- 
tures. Since the situation is, of course, 
dependent upon a favorable enrollment 
experience, we continue to press ahead 
strongly in our efforts to maintain a full 
enrollment for next year and the years 
beyond. The new educational program 
appears to be contributing favorably to 
the enrollment picture. 

It is anticipated that the total operating 
budget for the College in the 1973-74 
academic year will be in excess of $5- 
million, as compared with $3.6-million 
in 1968-69. The College has maintained 
a balanced budget for the past three 
fiscal years, with a balanced budget an- 
ticipated also for 1973-74. 
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FACILITIES 


On the fifty-five acre Juniata campus 
there are twenty-seven buildings avail- 
able for the use of faculty and students. 
The replacement value for these build- 
ings would be considerably in excess of 
the $15-million mentioned above. Eighty- 
five percent of the square footage of 
buildings on campus is to be found in 
buildings erected since 1950. Close to 
the eastern edge of the campus is the 
Baker Nature Preserve, 170 acres of 
grazing and forest land used for ecologi- 
cal field study and for recreation. 


DEVELOPMENT PROGRAM 


Excellent progress has been experi- 
enced in the development program 
launched in 1968 as the “Margin of Dif- 
ference.” This program has the objec- 
tive of raising at least $10-million for 
endowment and certain essential build- 
ings by 1976, the College’s Centennial 
Year. In the period 1968-73, Phases | 
and Il of the ‘‘Margin of Difference” were 
successfully completed with $5.3-million 
being raised for the endowment fund, for 
Ellis Hall, and for general educational 
advance, This autumn marks the official 
launching of the Juniata Centennial Fund 
which during 1973-76 will be aimed at 
further preparing the College for its sec- 
ond century of service. The Centennial 
Fund goals include the primary objective 
of $5-million for endowment. Added at- 
tention will also be given to certain 
physical facility needs for a student body 
of 1200 to 1300, but primary emphasis 
will be placed upon improving the qual- 
ity of education through added endow- 
ment. 

In 1972-73, with a goal of $130,000, 
more than $133,000 was contributed to 
the Annual Support Fund in support of 
Juniata’s educational program—specifi- 
cally faculty salaries and financial aid 
to worthy and needy students. Alumni 
and friends of the College have respond- 
ed in a most helpful way to the current 
fund requirements by contributing to the 
Annual Support Fund. The Annual Sup- 
port Fund was first introduced in 1969-70 
with successful completion of a $115,000 
objective. The steady dollar growth has 
been possible through increase in alum- 
ni giving from 35% of alumni in 1968-69 
to 46% in 1972-73, 


LONG RANGE PLANNING 


The College’s long-range development 
will be guided by the newly formed Com- 
mission to Plan for Juniata’s Future. The 
Commission, comprised of three trust- 
ees, three faculty members, one student 
member, one alumnus, and one Juniata 
Valley representative, is charged with 
establishing continuing long-range plan- 





ning processes and with preparing an 
initial planning document by Juniata’s 
Centennial Year, 1976. We approach the 
future with confidence that the Commis- 
sion will produce realistic and imagina- 
tive plans designed to insure the con- 
tinued qualitative growth of the College. 

What has been accomplished? What 
are our future aims? These are questions 
which we must constantly ask as we en- 
gage in long-range planning and as we 
participate in the ever-essential fund 
raising efforts necessary for Juniata’s 
growth in strength. We must be con- 
cerned now not so much with quantita- 
tive growth, but with qualitative improve- 
ment. These qualitative advances are in 
progress, but will constantly require the 
nurture of understanding and of gener- 
osity. These advances must necessarily 
occur amidst changing conditions in- 
cluding economic uncertainties, enroll- 
ment fluctuations, and ever shifting 
ground with respect to governmental 
control of higher education. And we 
must work not only for qualitative ad- 
vance, but most assuredly for the main- 
tenance of the freedom and indepen- 
dence that are essential for the life and 
health of Juniata as we know her and as 
we want her to be. Freedom and inde- 
pendence are conditions essential to the 
achievement of that kind and quality of 
education which Juniata seeks to pro- 
vide.

A former President of Juniata College from 
1894-1910 and 1924-30, and former Gov-

Mount Union Citizens’ Scholarship 
Fund (1965). The scholarship was 
established by residents and busi- 
nesses of the Mount Union Area 
during the Juniata Valley Campaign 
of 1965. The scholarship is to be 
used by one student per year from 
the Mount Union Area High School 
and is awarded to a deserving stu- 
dent who has financial need. 


The Oscar R. Myers Scholarship 
(1945). A scholarship fund of $5,- 
330 has been established by the 
late Mrs. Oscar R. Myers and her 
daughter, Mary Ruth (Myers) Lin- 
ton, In memory of Professor Oscar 
R. Myers, Professor of English at 
Juniata College from 1905 to 1924, 
and Treasurer of the College from 
1924 to 1942, The income is used 
for scholarships for students major- 
ing in English. 


The Jesse R. Oller Scholarship 
(1944). By the will of the late Mrs. 
Ida R. Gray of Waynesboro, Pa., a 
scholarship of $250 is used for the 
education of a boy or girl from 
Waynesboro, Pa. 


Ruth Whitehead Phillips Memorial 
Music Scholarship Fund (1964). A 
scholarship fund was established in 
1964 from the estate of Earl Phil- 
lips as a memcrial to his late wife, 
Ruth Whitehead Phillips. The income 
from this fund of $39,043 is to be 
Used primarily for music students. 


The Presser Foundetion Music Schol- 
arship (1966}. A scholarship of $400 
per year is given by the Presser 
Foundation of Philadelphia, Pa., to 
the outstanding music student as 
designated by the Choirman of the 
Deparment of Music. 


The Anna Gertrude Price Scholar- 
ship (1960). The heirs of the [ate 
Edward J. Price, of Johnstown, Pa., 
have contributed $1,568 as a schol- 
arship in memory of his daughter, 
is Gertrude Price, of the Class 
of" 22, 


H. E. Raffensperger Scholarship 
(1959), Horace E. Raffensperger, of 
Elizabethtown, Pa., has contributed 
$5,500, the income of which is used 
as a scholarship for a student pre- 
paring for Christian education as a 
profession. 


M. Brayden and Edna B. Ridenour 
Scholarship Fund (1972). Through a 
bequest, the late M. Brayden and 
Edna B. Ridenour of Hagerstown, 
Md., provided $5,000 for a scholar- 
ship fund. Preference is given to a 
member of the Hagerstown Church 
of the Brethren or a resident of the 
State of Maryland. 


The Harvey B. Rinehart Scholarship 
Fund (1962). Income from this fund 
of $9,000 is used to assist students 
in acquiring an education at Juni- 
ata College. Preference is given to 
members of the Church of the 
Brethren of Waynesboro, Pa. 


The John T. Ryan Memorial Schol- 
arship (1950). As a memorial to his 
late father, who attended Juniata 
College in 1903, Jchn T. Ryan, Jr., 
of Pittsburgh, Pa., has established 
a scholarship fund of over $22,000 
to provide financial assistance to 
young men and women from Hunt- 
ingdon and Bedford Counties, Pa. 
Preference is given to residents of 
the Broad Top Region, particularly 
the town of Dudley. 


The William A. Schlichter Award 
(1971). This award of $200 is grant- 
ed to a senior man on the basis of 
his record for the first three years at 
Juniata. The award ts named in hon- 
or of the late William A. Schlichter 


who was a member of the Class of 
1971 until his untimely death on 
September 14, 1969. Selection for 
this award is based upon academic 
achievement, Christian character, 
dedication to Juniata College and 
promise of future usefulness. These 
criteria reflect the qualities of the 
student life of William A. Schlichter. 


The James A, Sell Ministerial Schol- 
arship (1950). As a memorial to his 
father, Elder James A. Sell, the late 
Matthew W. Sell established a schol- 
arship of $150 for young men and 
women preparing for the Christian 
ministry or missionary service, 


The Richard M. Simpson Memorial 
Scholarship Fund (1960). Friends of 
the late Honorable Richard M. Simp- 
son, @ member of the United States 
House of Representatives from 1937 
to 1960, aided by corporations and 
individuals across the country, es- 
tablished an endowment of $150,- 
000, the income of which shall be 
used for scholarships at Juniata 
College. 

The Mary Kirk Spence Scholarship 
(1954), A scholarship of $200 has 
been established in the name of the 
late Mary Kirk Spence who was de- 
voted to young people and their 
educational progress. Preference will 
be given to children of missionaries 
or ministers of the Church of the 
Brethren. 


The Christine Springer Scholarship 
Fund (1958). Established by the late 
Christine Springer, student in 1904- 
05, this fund of $13,145.68, pro- 
vides annual scholarships for ‘such 
worthy men and women of good 
character” as selected by the Presi- 
dent of the College. 


The Eva Workman Swigart Scholar- 
ship (1940). The late W. Emmert 
Swigart of Huntingdon, Pa., and his 
children established this scholarship 
in memory of their wife and mother. 
The income from an endowment 
fund of $14,812 is intended for 
music students. 


The A. F. Tegen Scholarship (1968). 
A scholarship fund of $5,000 was 
established honoring Mr. A. F. Te- 
gen, at the time of his retirement 
as chairman of the board of Gen- 
eral Public Utilities. The income 
from this fund is used annually to 
provide scholarship assistance to a 
needy and worthy student with pri- 
mary consideration to be given to 
the sons and daughters of present or 
deceased employees of GPU or the 
subsidiaries. 


The Paul H. Tyson Memorial Schol- 
arship Fund (1966). Established by 
his friends and business associates 
to honor the memory of the late 
Paul Tyson ‘37, $3,661, the income 
of this scholarship is to be used 
annually to aid a worthy student, 
preferably from the vicinity of Spring 
City, to be selected by the President 
of the College. 


Union National Bank and “Trust 
Company 100th Anniversary Annual 
Scholarship (1966). The Union Na- 
tional Bank and Trust Company of 
Huntingdon gives $500 to a stu- 
dent from Huntingdon County in 
honor of their 100th Anniversary in 
1966. Preference is given to a male 
student in Business Administration 
and Economics. 


The Davil Maurice Wertz Scholar- 
ships (1935). An endowment of $5,- 
544 for two scholarships has been 
provided by the late D. M. Wertz 
of Waynesboro, Pa. Preference is 
given to men who are members of 
the Lutheran Church in America. 


The John C. Yenter Scholarship 
(1955). A fund of $12,000 was giv- 
en to Juniata College by the late 
Jchn C. Yenter, of Tyrone, Pa., to 
provide a scholarship for a needy 
student from Tyrone or Huntingdon. 


The Max Zeligman Memorial Schol- 
arship (1966). A scholarship is pro- 
vided by Mr. Robert Zeligman, Pres- 
ident, Gerbo Footwear, for a desery- 
ing Huntingdon County sudent. The 
scholarship is an annual award of 
$500 in memory of Mr. Zeligman’s 
father, Max Zeligman.
